This Election Petition having been finally heard on 15-7-1980 in the 
presence of M /s Chacko George and Charles George Advocates for the 
petitioner and of M /s M. M Cheriyan , Mathew Zachariah and 
K.M. Chacko Advocatets for the Ist respondent the Courton the same day 
delivered the following : 

JUDGEMENT 
The petitioner and the three respondents herein contested be general 
clection to the Legislative Assembly of Kerala State held on 21-1-1980 from 
No. 78 -Kunnathunad Constituency. The Ist respondent herein is the 
returned candidate. The petitioner seeks to set aside the election of the 1st 
respondent declaring that the said election is void . The petitioner further 
prays that it be declared that he has been duly elected from the aforesaid 
Constituency to the Legislative Assembly of Kerala State. In that connec 
tion the petitioner also has prayed for an order of re-scrutiny and 
re -counting ofall the ballot papers polled at the election held on 21-1-1980 
from the aforesaid Constituency . 

2. The petitioner prays as aforesaid under Section 100 (1) (b) of the 
Representation of the People Act, 1951, read with section 123 (4) of that Act 
and under Section 100 (1) (d ) of the Act. 

3. The substantial case ofthe petitioner as revealed by his pleading in , 
that irregularities were committed in the process of counting and that the 
respondent published a Malayalam Pamphlet appended to the petition as 
Annexure 3 . 
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4. The material averments in the petition are denied by the contesting 
respondent, viz.,the Ist respondent herein . 

5. After discussion at the bar with the learned counsel appearing in 
cither side thefollowing issues were framed in this case: 
" . Whether the petition is liable to be dismissed for non 

compliance ofthe provisions of the Representation of the People 

Act, 1951? 
2. Whether the counting of votes was legal and proper ? 
3. Issue No. 2 is answered in the negative whether it has 

materially affected the result of the election ? 
4. Whether the Ist respondent procured the printing and publishing 

of the pamphletas alleged in para 10 of the election petition ? 
5. If issu ? No.4 is answered in the afirmative whether the contents 

of the Pamphlet is false and defamatory and capable of estrang 

ing the petitioner from members of the Patriarchal group ? 
6. Reliefs and costs." 
6. Issue No. 1:-It has not been established that the petition is liable to 
be dismissed for non compliance of any of the provisions of the Representa 
tion of the people Act, 1951. I, therefore, hold that the petition is not liable 
to be dismissed on that ground . 

7. Issues Nos 2 and 4 .-- Undoubtedly the burden of proof on these issues 
is on the petitioner. The learned counsel for the petitioner has today made 
an endorsement on the election petition that the petitioner is not adducing 
any oral or documentary evidence in this case . In view of the aforesaid 
endorsement and in view of the fact that no evidence , oral or documentary , 
had been adduced in this case , the aforesaid issues have to be found against 
the petitioner and in favour of the Ist respondent. Ihold that the counting 
of votes was legal and proper. I also hold that it hasnot been established 
that the Ist respondent procured the printing and publishing of the 
Pamphlet as alleged in paragraph 10 of the election petition . 

8. Issues Nos. 3 and 5.- Issue No. 3 arises on the contention advanced 
by the Ist respondentand calls for the further answer as to whether in the 
event ofIssue No. 2 being answered in the negative, the election, in so far 
as it concerns the Istrespondent has been materially affected by reason of 
the illegality and impropriety, if any , in the counting of votes, In so far as 
I have answered Issue No. 2 in the affirmative,viz .. that the counting of 
votes was legal and proper, Issuc No. 3 does not call for any answer and 
does not arise in this case . So also Issue No. 5 does not arise in this case in so 
far as that is an issue dependent upon answer.ng Issue No. 4 in the 
affirmative -- Ihave found Issue No. 4 in the negative, that is to say, that it 
has not been established that the Ist respondent procured the printing and 
publishing of the Pamphlet referred to in Issue No. 4 Issue No. 5 also , 
therefore , does not call for any answer. 


9. Issue No. 6.- In the resultthe petitioner is notentitled to any relief. 
This petition has to be dismissed . I dismiss the same. The petitioner sball 
pay the costs of the 1st respondent which 1 fix atRs. 500 

The office will communicate the substance of this decision to the 
Election Commission and the Speaker of the Legisla ive Assembly of 
Kerola, and is shall also send an aurhenticated copy of this decision to the 
El ction Commission as soon as it is ready.
